WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Ded- 
cation of Armistice Day, the ilith 
inst., to the establishment of per- 
manent t@ace and the outlawrv 
of war ie suggested by President 
Coolidge in a letter addressed to 
James A. Drain, national com- 
mander of the American Legion. 


“Growth of sentiment for the 
outlawry of war from this earth,” 
Mr. Coolidge said, “has been an 
impressive fact of recent times. 
Men and women everywhere have 
been giving their best thought to 
bring this epd into full realiza- 
tion. 89 

“The inclusion of Armistice 
Day in the list of dates commem- 
orating great events in our nation- 
al history,” the letter said, 
“marked a significant change in 
our world relationships. Prior to 
that first Armistice Day, which 
America greeted with enthusiasm, 
our historical anniversaries had 
all been of exclusively national 
character. They recalled events 
of supreme importance in our na- 
tion's life, but of small value as 
links between that life and the 
activities of the outside world. 

“When, by common consent, 
Armistice Day was added to our 
calendar of memorial dates, it 
took its place as the one in whose 
celebration we will always be 
drawn closer to other peoples who 
stand for liberal institutions. Cele- 
brated in many lands and by 
many peoples, it will remind them

CONCLUDES 
CHINA WAR 
Wu's Defeat Ends Fighting 

and Peace Negotiations 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES) 

TIEN-TSIN (China) Nov. 3.— 
Peace negotiations are proceeding 
between Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang 
“the Christian general,” and Gen. 
Wu Pei-Fu. 

An armistice has been arranged 
and fighting has ceased. 


(BY DisPATCH) 

PEKING, Nov. 2.—The final 
blow was struck Gen. Wu Pei Fu 
today ten miles west of Tien-Tsin 
when Gen. Chang Tso Lin’s ea, 
alry outflanked Gen. Wu's army 
while Gen. Feng Yu Hslang's 
troops completed the encircling 
movement. “4 

Although the wires are con- 
trolled it d believed tonight that 
Wu Pei Fu has fled to Pukow ow- 
ing to the disaster which overtook 
his army and which eliminated 
him entirely. 

Gen. Chang has deen for three 
days in a position to destroy Gen. 
Wu's army, but held off, leaving a 
way open for Gen. Wu to retreat 
to the sea and to possible ob- 
livion. 

Gen. Chang Tso Lin will prob- 
ably not come to Peking, but in- 
stead will return to Mukden with 
his army to await the election of 
Marshal Tuan Chi Jui to the Pres- 
idency, which is expected to be by 
Parliamentary acclamation. 

The return to Tuan will greatly 
enhance the Japanese influence in 
China and is being heralded with 
great delight. Tao Kun will prob- 
ably retire from the Presidency 
during the night, leaving the new 
Cabinet to carry on until Tuan as- 
sumes office. 

Gen. Wu Pei Fu's finish came 
when the military governor, Cheng, 
of Shantung, got astride ot the 
railway, cutting off the troops Gen. 
Wu was trying to reinforce.

RADICAL VOTE SHRINKS 

Precinct polls made in New 
York City by both Tammany and 
the Republican County Commit- 
tee also indicate that the La Fol- 
lette vote in the metropolis is be- 
ing overestimated. The same re- 
ports come from Cleveland, which 
is one of the two of three metro- 
politan communities which, it 


La Follette would carry. Now, it 
looks as if the Wisconsin Senator 
will be tucky. if he squeaks 
through in Cleveland. 

Apparently this shrinking 
of the prospective vis and la 
Follette strength has been taking 
place Chicago and in other in- 
communities.

That the La Follette popular 
vote in the agricultural States west 
of the Mississippi also will be far 
below expectations is Nkewise the 
burden of dispatches from corre- 
spondents in the Dakotas, Nebras- 
ka, Montana, Iowa, Minneso 
Washington and California. A 
pronounced swing to Coolidge has 
been detected by the political ex- 
perts in the last fortnight in a large 
part of the Far West which, as the 
result of hard times on the farma, 
had become disaffected territory 
for the Republicans. The chances 
now seem to favor the President's 
capture of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the electoral votes in that 
part of the country where La Fol- 
lette at the beginning of the cam- 
paign was judged to have a walk- 
away. 


DEMOCRACY A WRECK 


All signs point to a tremendous 
popular vote for Coolidge ae well 
as a large majority in the Electo- 
ral College. Davis probably will de 
secend in the popular vote in the 
entire country. But with the Dem- 
ocratic party a wreck in State aft- 
er State outside of the Solid 
South it is more than likely that 
La Follette will get a larger num- 
ber of popular votes than Davis 
in the North and West.

OF PLANET VENUS

5 ASTRONOMERS PIECE 


CLOUDY VEIL THAT HIDES 
EARTH’s SISTER 
While Mars, our older brother 
in the family of planets, has been 
holding the stage in one of his 
periodic visits, astronomers have 
been quietly busy seeking a closer 
acquaintance with our younger 
sister planet, Venus, which for- 
ever hides her face behind a 

heavy veil of clouds. 

Recent observations with tele- 
scopes and spectroscopes at 
Leeds, Eng., have established new 
evidences concerning the length 
of the Venutian day, writes 
Scriven Bolton, F. R. A. S., in the 
November 
Science Monthly. 


this comparatively new planet 
planet that we may well believe 
is dominated by grotesque and 
ferocious monster — huge _ rep- 
tiles and winged dragons, such 
as lived on earth 6,000,000 years 
ago. 

Venus is nearly a twin sister of 
our Earth in size.and mass. She 
also is the nearest to the earth 
of the large planets—her aver- 


ono miles. Yet we have been able 
to learn comparatively little 
about her. This is because the 
surface of the planet is concealed 
thick cloud veil extending 
astonishing height of 


observations indi- 
cate that this outer canopy com- 
pletes one revolution in about 
twenty days. From this fact we 
may . believe that the actual sur- 
face of Venus completes a revo- 
lution in about the same time 
our earth does. This assumption 
is substantiated by the fact 
that in 1883 dust from the vol- 
cano Krakatoa, thrown to a 
height of seventy’ miles, took 
twenty days to complete a revo- 
lution. 

Venus seems to be more like 
the earth than any heavenly body 
known. Although her surface 
temperature, latitude for latitude, 
must be higher than on earth. 
beings similar to us might find 
suitable abode near the poles. The 
exceedingly moist climate must 
be productive of vegetation and 
animal life similar to that of 
earth in the early days of evolu- 
tion.

OPIUM PARLEY _ 
BEGINS TODAY 


Delegates From Whole W orld 
Gather in Geneva 
First Session to Deal With 

Far East Question 


America Will Take Part in 
Second Meeting 

{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED. PRESS) 

GENEVA, Nov. 2.—Delegates 
will meet here tomorrow for the 
first of two international confer- 
ences which will attempt to. solve 
the opium evil, and, what is of 
more immediate interest, to the 
American people, endeavor to set 
up machinery to check the fllicit 
international traffic in habit-form- 
ing drugs. 

The first conference will be re- 
stricted to those far-eastern coun- 
tries where opium smoking pre- 
vails and to countries that have 
possessions in the Far East, where 
opium smoking is still permitted 
under The Hague convention of 
1912. The particular object of 
this conference is to determine | 
an estimate of the requirements 
of all these countries in raw oplum 
destined to smoking so that *the 
estimate may be passed along to 
the more general international 
eonference which will open at 
Geneva, the i7th inst. 

The United States will send a 
delegation to the second confer- 
ence, which will have representa- 
tives from virtually all govern- 
ments of the world. This con- 
ference will aim to limit the pro- 
duction of opium and narcotic 
drugs to medical and scientfic re- 
quirements. The present tenden- 
cy is to set up an effective system 
of control rather than attempt 
to prevent production in excess of 
‘world requirements. 


BASIS OF WORK 


led in a report of the League of 
Nations advisory committee on 
opium, which is an outgrowth of 
various draft conventions presented 
by various countries, including the 
United States, during the prelimi- 
nary deliberations of the past 
year. This report, which is a 
rough draft convention, will serve 
as the basis of the work of the 
second conference. It suggests that 
each country shall furnish ah es- 
timate of its annual import re- 
quirements for medical and scien- 
tific purposes, whether for domes- 
tic consumption, manufacture or 
commerce, This estimate will in- 
clude raw opium; cocoa leaves, 
from which cocaine is made, mor- 
phine and heroin. 

Each government undertakes to 
refuge to authorize the importa- 
tion of any drug beyond the quan- 
tites specified in their annual es- 
timate, A permanent central board, 
composed of experts, shall be con- 
stituted by the Council of the 
League and act as a gen clear- 
inghouse for the entire world 
drug evil. If any country makes 
an estimate which appears to this 
board as unreasonable, the board 
is empowered to fix what it thinks 
are the reasonable requirements 
of the country affected. Further- 
more, a complete system of ex- 
port and import licenses is esgtab- 
lished, so that the central board 
may know exactly how much 
opium and manufactured drugs 
are moving in different parts of 
the world. 


SEEK REDUCTION 

The idea behind this scheme is 
that if countries act oe’ 
faith there will be a drastic - 
ing off in the production of opium, 
and that effective control will 
eventually achieve the extreme of 
limiting production, which is the 
original American dea. 

League of Nations officials un- 
derstand that the United States 
Federal government and the State 
governments have perfectly well 
in hand the manufacture of nar- 
cotic drugs, but that what the 
United States apprehends is the 
smuggling of habit-forming drugs 
into American ports. Hence, it is 
believed that the American dele- 
gaton will strive for an interna- 
tional system of control, which 
will be watertight, and which will 
prevent the throwing onto the 
world market of a quantity of al- 
kaloids in excess of medical and 
scienific requirements. A criticism 
of the draft convention is that it 
provides no system whereby coun- 
tri which seize opium or nar- 
cotic drugs should make an ac- 


count of them, nor is there any sale. 


provision that such seizures should 
be immediately degtroyed.

| Congress Partial to Japanese; 
May Discriminate 


fEXCUASIVE PISPATCH) 

MONTEREY (Mex.) Nov. 2.— 
In all of the communities and 
rural districts of Mexico where the 
commercial competition of Chinese 
is being felt by native business in- 
terests the campaign for driving 
these orientals from the country is 
finding favor and support, accord- 


ing to Information received here. 
What degree this anti-Chinese 
campaign may finally attain, there 
is no way of determining. 

There long has existed in Mex- 
ico a natural animosity on the 
part the lower class of Mexicans 
toward the Chinese. This feeling 
of antipathy has made itself felt 
from time to time for many years. 
It reached its climax during the 
revolution ef the late Francisco I. 
Madero, Jr.. when a horde of Mex- 
icans under the leadership of 
Francisco Villa captured Torreon 
and massacred in cold blood more 
than 200 inoffensive Chinese non- 


nese government: demanded a 
large indemnity from the Mexican 
government. The demand was rec- 
ognized and the amount paid over 
for the benefit of descendants of 
the victims of the massacre. 


CHINA NOW IMPOTENT 


at this time China is lacking in 
a central government and that no 
effective protest can be made by 
that nation against the ilitreat- 
ment of her subjects in Mexico.

are being threatened with forced 
expulsion, or at the least with 
serious losses of business and dam- 
age to whatever property they may 
have accumulated in this country.

TRADITION IGNORED 


Naturally it will remain for thé 
weeks or months after Tuesday's 
election to prove whether this the- 
Ory as to causes is correct or not 

and, if correct. whether it em- 
bodied all the restraining influ- 
ence. In older times the idea that 

a “Presidential year must neces- 
rer be characterized by bad 
business” was so habitually taken 
for granted as to make it prob- 
able that business would “slow 
down” in such a year under any 
political circumstances, merely in 
deference to tradition. But there 
were also occasions—notably, per- 
haps, the electoral years 1900 and 
1880—when the subsequent course 
of events not only proved that po-

There is still false idea in for- 
eign countries concerning the prices 
paid in hotels in Germany. It is 
not sufficiently known that the so- 
called hotel tax in German states. 
which was a drawback to tourist 
traffic, has lately been much re- 
duced. 

In Berlin, for instance, this tax. 
which before the war was nearly 
80 per cent of the room's price, is 
now only 25 per cent, ang this caps 
the hotel taxes of all other cities. 
Bonn, Swinemunde and Nurnberg 
have now lowered it from 25 per 
cent to 10 per cent. Coblentz and 
Spas and cure places such as Hom- 
berg, Eilsen. Pyrmont, Nerenahr. 
Wiesbaden, Baden-Baden and oth- 
ers have totally abolished this tax. 

Generally speaking, the prices 
asked for in German hotels are now 
only a little higher than in pre-war 
time. Although all the necessary 
hotel articles are now much dearer 
than in peace time, not only in Ger- 
many but also in most European 
countries the prices paid in Ger- 
man hotels must now be quoted as 
very low.—[Ocean F

STREET PLAN TO | 
SAVE MILLIONS 


Proposition Backers Reveal 
Present Traffic Loss 


Dozen Main Streets Covered 
in First Bond Issue 


Project Indorsed by Hundred 
Civic Organizations 


Quoting the estimate of engi- 
neers that the present street sys- 
tem of Los Angeles results in an 
economic loss exceeding $15,000,- 
000 a year, proponents of the maj- 
or highway system are asking civ- 
ic indorsement of needed improve- 
ments by appealing to voters to 
approve Propositions “A” and B“ 
on tomorrow's ballot. 

These two propositions would 
provide funds for street opening, 
widening and extension. 

Three of the nation’s foremost 
city plan engineers, who have made 
a survey of Los Angeles traffic con- 
ditions and suggested a plan of 
remedy, have figured out the high 
econom cost in lost time, in- 
creased transportation 8 and 
the sacrifice of human lite, it is 

inted out in a statement issued 
by the Traffic Commission. 

“To carry out the first unit of 
the plan as suggested by the engi- 
neers, the statement rea “s 
bond issue of $5,000,000 will be 
required. This bond can de 
financed at a cost of les than 32 
per year per taxpayer. 

“With thie $5,000,000 fund the 
city can make the start. The first 
unit of the program for which the 
city win pay $5,000,000 of the to- 
tal cost of appreximately $35,000,- 
000 will widen and extend Figueres 
street to the north across Elysian 
Park and take the enormous bur- 


den off Broadway. It will make 
esible a cut-off Sunset 
ulevard near Olive to 


street at Alameda and relieve the 
constant congestion around the 


aza. 
“Bast Fourth street 2 pe 
opened up from the First-street 
river bridge clear across the east- 
ern side of the city, affording re- 
lief to Whittier Boulevard. 


DOZEN MAIN STREETS 

“Thieq street, under the plan, 
is to be extended and widened as 
far west as Santa Monica Boule- 
vard. West Eighth street can be 
extended to parallel Wilshire to a 
junction. with that boulevard near 
Crenshaw Boulevard. Washington 
street will become a through street 
to the t Side with a width equal 
to its Western part. Adams and 
Jefferson streets as well as Santa 

arbara avenue will be made into 
cross - towu streets, extending from 
east to west limits. 

“To afford another artery paral- 
leling Figueroa, Hoover street is 
to be opened through from Expo- 
sition Park to Griffith Park. cross- 
ing Wilshire on a viaduct. 

“all told, there are more than 
a dozen main highways that come 
in the firet part of the program 
for improvement. The engineers) 
have found a way to use these ex- 
isting arteries to greater advan- 
tages by making some changes, 
some extensions and in some in- 
stances, increases in their capacity 


as to width. 

“Resides the major features 
there are about a dozen minor 
features that are important. Many 
of the jogs on important down- 
town streets can be eliminated and 
the congestion at such intersec- 
tions relieved. To accomplish this 
a fund must be created to reim- 
burse owners whose property * 
damaged rather than 
when the. benefits are enjoyed by 
the entire community as will hap- 
pen \-th any of the major fea- 
tures. completed. 

“The balance of the cost of the 
improvements and the major share 
will be financed in the usual man- 
ner of creating assessment dis- 
tricts. To get the plan under way 
it must be adopted. Proposition 
“A” calls for the adoption of the 
plan as propo the engineers 
and advocated by the City Coun- 
cil and now placed before the 
ple of Los Angeles for a straw vote, 
This vote will not commit the city 
to any expense or particular pro- 
gram. 

WIDELY INDORSED 

“The proposition marked ‘B’ on 
the ballot will decide on a bond 
issue of $5,000,000 as already ex- 
plained. No actual start can be 
made in carrying out the plan to 
obtain an orderly arran ent of 
our streets and the ion of 
new ones required withent funds 
to do the work.” 

More than 100 civic organization 
of the city have indorsed both 
propositions. 

Capt. John L. Butler, director 
and traffic consultant for the 
Downtown Association of Los An- 
geles, yesterday, strongly indorsed 
the major traffic street plan of 
the Traffic Commission, in behalf 
of the retailers’ organization.

“SILENT WATCHER” REFLECTS

The perplexing problem for the 
director who has made a big cos- 
tume spectacle nowadays is to de- 
cide—what next. He either has 
to try to top his previous achieve- 
ment or else coast along with a

Frank Lioyd has evidently fol- 
lowed the course of caution. In- 
stead of trying to outdo The Sea 
Hawk" which was his most re- 
cent production, he has brought 
forward without any great fanfar- 
ing of trumpets a very effective 
domestic drama, adapted from 
a Mary Roberts Rinehart story, and 
called “The Silent Watcher.“

EARTH'S SISTER

is dominated by grotesque and

Venus is nearly a twin sister of 
our Earth in size and mass. She 
also is the nearest to the earth 
aver- 
age distance from us is 67,000, 
, 000 miles. Yet we have been able 
to learn comparatively little 
about her. This is because the 
surface of the planet is concealed 
by a thick cloud veil extending 
to the astonishing height of 
eighty miles. 

The recent observations indi- 
cate that this outer canopy com- 
pletes one revolution in about 
twenty days. From this fact we 
may believe that the actual sur-

is substantiated by the fact 
that in 1883 dust from the vol- 
cano Krakatoa, thrown to a 
height of seventy miles, took 


twenty days to complete a revo- 
lution. 

Venus seems to be more ke 
the earth than any heavenly body 
known. Although her surface 
temperature, latitude for latitude, 
must be higher than on earth. 
beings similar to us might find 
suitable abode near the poles. The 
exceedingly moist climate must 
be prodpctive of vegetation and 
animal life similar to that of 
earth in the early days of evolu- 
tion. .

BEGINS TODAY, 


Delegates From Whole W orld 
Gather in Geneva 


First Session to Deal With 
Far East Question 


America Will Take Part in 
Second Meeting 

{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

GENEVA, Nov. 2.—Delegates 
will meet here tomorrow for the 
first of two international confer- 
ences which will attempt to solve 
the oplum evil, and, what is of 
more immediate interest, to the 
American people, endeavor to set 
up machinery to check the illicit 
international traffic in habit-form- 
ing drugs. 

The first conference wil be re- 
stricted to those far-eastern coun- 
tries where opium smoking pre- 
vails and to countries that have 
possessions in the Far East, where 
opium smoking is still permitted 
under The Hague convention of 
1912. The particular object of 
this conference is to determine 
an estimate of the requirements 
of all these countries in raw opium 
destined to smoking so that the 
estimate may pe passed along to 
the more general international 
conference which will open at 
Geneva, the 17th inst. 

The United States will send a 
delegation to the second confer- 
ence, which will have representa- 
tives from virtually all gevern- 
ments of the world. This con- 
ference will aim to limit the pro- 
duction of opium and narcotic 
drugs to medical and scientfic re- 
quirements. The present tenden- 
cy is to set up an effective system 
of control rather than attempt 
to prevent production in excess of 
world requirements. 


BASIS OF WORK 

This tendency has been embod- 
led in a report of the League of 
advisory committee on 
opium, which is an outgrowth of 
various draft conventions presented 
by various countries, including the 
United States, during the prelimi- 


nary deliberations of the past 
year. This report, which is a 
rough draft convention, will serve 
as the basis of the work of the 
second conference. It suggests that 
each country shall furnish an es- 
timate of its annual import re- 
quirements for medical and scien- 
tific purposes, whether for domes- 
tic consumption, manufacture or 
commerce. This estimate will in- 
clude raw opium, cocoa leaves. 
from which cocaine is made, mor- 
phine and heroin. 

Each government undertakes to 
refuse to authorize the iraporta- 
tion of any drug beyond the quan- 
tites specified in their annual és- 
timate. A permanent central board, 
composed of experts, shall be con- 
stituted by the Council of the 
League and act as a general clear- 
inghouse for the entire world 
drug evil. If any country makes 
an estimate which appears to thiay 
board as unreasonable, the board 
is empowered to fix what it thinks 
are the reasonable requirements 
of the country affected. Further- 
more, a complete system of ex- 
port and import licenses is estab- 
lished, so that the central board 
may know exactly how much 
opium and manufactured drugs 
are moving in different parts of 
the world. „ 


SEEK REDUCTION 


The idea behind this scheme is 
that if countries act in good 
faith there will be a drastic fall- 
ing off in the production of opium, 
and that effective control will 
eventually achieve the extreme of 
limiting production, which is the 
original American dea. 

League of Nations officials un- 
derstand that the United States 
Federal government and the State 
governments have perfectly well 
in hand the manufacture of nar- 
ecotic drugs, but that what the 
United States apprehends is the 
smuggling of habit-forming drugs 
into American ports. Hence, it is 
believed that the American dele- 
gaton will strive for an interna- 
tional system of control, which 
will be watertight, and which will 
prevent the throwing onto the 
world market of a quantity of al- 
kaloids in excess of medical and 
secienific requirements. A _ criticism 
of the draft convention is that tt 
provides no system whereby coun- 
tries which seize opium or nar- 
cotic drugs should make an ac-

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CHESTNUT TREE 
IS FACING DOOM 


Blight Spreads Rapidly to 


Al Parts of Nation 


Fight on Disease 


Experiments So Far Futile to 
Check Spread

(EXCIASIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. — If 
Longfellow were writing his vil- 
lage blacksmith poem today he 
would have to begin it, “Under the 
blighted chestnut tree — that is, if 
he were going to write in the 
manner of the realists. The chest- 
nut blight, which G. F. Gravatt 
of the office of forest pathology 
has called the most destructive 
tree disease known to science, has 


left the Northeastern States almost 


without a single spreading chest- 
nut tree. 

Shortly after the war, a govern- 
ment expert was sent to the woods 
of New Jersey to see whether any 
chestnut trees there were alive and 
bearing. His report was that not 
more than twenty were alive, and 
those were infected. Since then 
the blight has made its way rap- 
idly southward into Georgia. Mr. 
Gravatt says that the chestnut 
trees of the Appalachians are 
doomed. 


SPREAD IS RAPID 

“Tt has been difficult for some 
people to realize this,“ he points 
out. “When from a mountain top 
one looks over thousands of acres 
of .vigorous chestnut it is indeed 
hard to believe that within a few 
years the view will be changed to 
one of dead and dying trees. Yet 
the spread of the disease across 
Virginia is convincing evidence as 
to what can be expected in North 
Carolina and other States. For a 
time, the spread of the disease in 
Virginia was delayed because there 
was a small State appropriation 
which was used in cutting out 
some of the more advanced spot 
infections. But the work was not 
completed, and since the States 
have 1 stopped fighting 
the biight, it willl make steady 
headway.” 

The United States imported 23,- 
900.000 unds of chestnuts from 
Europe last fall. Soon we shall 


have to look to Europe for our en- 


tire supply. More important than 


the nut situation, however, is the 


question of timber. 

‘The chestnut is a utility tree. 
Tannin is obtained from the bark 
of a number of trees, but in the 
chestnut the wood as well as the 
bark is richly supplied with tan- 
nin. This has made the chestnut 
valuable to the leather industry. 
Besides, after the tannin is ex- 
tracted, the chesinut wood can be 
used for paper pulp. Tall chest- 
nut trunks make especially good 
telephone aai telegrarh poles be- 
cause the woo4 regisis decay when 
placed in th: gronnd. The young 
chestuut trees grow rapidly and 
are therefore useful eround mines 
where many ycung trees are need- 
ed for props. 

‘FINE SHADE TREES 

Fine chestnut trees have always 
been in demand as ornamen 
shade trees. The blight has at- 
fected the value of property in 
many cases in which a house de- 
pend on a chestnut tree or two 
for 6, or where an estate, or 
vot had a stand of chestnut tim- 
ber. In addition to all this, chest- 
rmiedium fine grade 
used for a number of 
purposee 80 the destruction of 
the chestnut forests is proving a 
sad loss to mon people. 

The chestnut blight was discov- 
ered by a forester in the Bronx Zo- 
ological Park in New York in 
1904. Evidence found later makes 
it seem likely that the blight was 
in the Eastern Sta‘es as far back as 
1893. but the fungus had not yet 
got a running start. It is thought 
that it came from China or Japan. 
The disease attacks no tree except 
the chestnut, but its effect on this 
tree is almost invariably fatal. 

In 1908 some one eatimated that 
the loss from chertnut blight in 
and around the city of New York 
was almost $10,000,000. By 1911, 
the loss to the eastern States had 
amounted to $25,000,C00. The Fed- 
eral government and some of the 
States, notably Penneylvania, tried 
to fight the disease, but investiga- 
tions have shown no practical 
‘way of immunizing a forest. 

Dr. Caroline Rumbold tried im- 
muniging trees by injecting chemi- 
cals into the cells in the trunk. 
Some of her experiments indicat- 
ed that a tree could be rendered 
resistant to the disease for a few 
months, just as a human being 
can be made resistant to smallpox 
for a few years by vaccination. 
This immunity was not considered 
a successful solution of the prob- 
lem, because of its temporary na- 
ture, and because the chemical 
treatment, like surgery, could not 
be applied to forests. 

Nor +s there any known way of 
effectively destroying the spores. 
Most of the tiny spores released 
by the fungus die without accom- 
plishing any spread of the disease. 
Yet so many billions are released 
from infected trees that ultimately 
= the trees in a section are at- 


and can 


SPORES ARE INVISIBLE 
There are two kinds of these 
spores, either one of which can 
start an infection. Both kinds are 
invisible to the eye. The smaller 


type is so tiny that a single spore 
would have to magnified fifty 
times to be seen. This smaller and 
commoner kind is produced in the 
sticky tendrils which form on the 
cankers. Many of the tiny spores 
stick to the feet of birds and in- 
sects. Migrating birds carrying 
spores may be responsible for the 
strange long-distance jumps of the 
destructive blight. The less com- 
mon, nonsticky type of spore is 
thrown out directly into the ai 
and carried off by the wind. ' 

The chestnut blight is, roughly, 
like a disease of human beings. It 
attacks the bark of a tree, where 
a slight wound affords an open- 
ing for the res. Here they ger- 
minate, p ueing a canker sore 
on the trunk. A depression or 
swelled place on the bark may be 
the only local evidence of the 
blight. Like a ringworm, the can- 
ker spreads around the trunk un- 
til the tree is girdied. Then the 
part above the girdied area dies, 
because the disease has cut off the 
sap flow from the roots and gradu- 
ally the entire tree dies. 

In the United States there is only 
one species of chestnut, though 
there are several varieties of the 
related chinquapin. Other countries 
have many more types of chest- 
nut. The chestnuts of China and 
Japan, and perhaps those of Java 
and India, fought the blight cen- 
turies ago. The weak types dis- 
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appeared, and those which could | 
fight the infection survived. 

The difficulty with the most 
promising of the oriental chestnuts 
is that they do not always with- 
stand heavy frosts. By crossing 
them with the American species it 
may be possible to combine resis- 


ta] | tance to frost and resistance to 


blight. If, in addition, such a tree 
has good timber qualities and the 
nuts have the fine flavor of the 
American chestnuts, a tree to re- 
place the native chestnut will be 
found. | 


On the Stand His Knowledge of 
law Becomes a Handicap 


They can’t 
eve the woods for trees, and if 
they can see them they are afraid 
to say so, for fear they will say 
it in the wrong way. 


The most obvious reason for the 
poor appearance of lawyers on the 
witness stand is that they feel; 
obliged to obey and apply to their 
testimony the complicated rules of 
evidence which, if logically carried 
out, would render any intellig:ble ' 
communication from the witness 
box impossible.

Battleships at Southern 
Port for Ten-Day Period 


Fleet activities will center in San 
Diego for the next ten days, dur- 
ing which time Admiral Robert E. 
Coontz, commanding the 
States Fleet. and Admiral Samuel 
Robison, commanding the battle 
fleet, will make this city their 
headquarters, 

These high officers, with Vice- 


Admirals Lucien, Bostwick and 
Cole, arrived here yesterday when 
the dreadnaughts California, West 
Virginia and Colorado, with the 
administrative flagship Seattle, put 
into port from Los Angeles Har- 
bor. 

The forthcoming maneuvers of 
the United States Fleet will put to 
the severest test the airships op- 
erating with the war vessels, ac- 
cording to Admiral Cole. The most 
extensive use of aircraft yet con- 
ceived by the Navy Department 
is planned for the coming joint 
maneuvers of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific fleets, he said.

CHINESE LANGUAGE 


Hope to Supplant Written Speech 
With Widely Spoken Vernacular 


Toward popularizing education in 
China, one of the foremost issues 


of the day in that nation, the 
movement Known as the Literary 
Revolution, started in 1917 by a 
group of men now in the National 
‘University at Peking, is said to have 
contributed a large measure of the 
success to date. This movement has 
as its one great aim popularizatién 
of the spoken Chinese language in 
written form, to make the present 
spoken language the standard for 
print. The present Chinese written 
language is separate and distinct 
from that used in conversation: the 
former is classical, and one who 
desires to use it with proficiency 
must spend many years of study 


before learning all its characters. 
Another difficulty is noted in the 
difference which appears in the 
spoken language in different parts 
of the country. Clearly it is im- 
possible for the layman to learn 
both with any considerable suc- 
cess, and thus the endeavor to re- 
move the necessity of mastering 
the present written language. Al- 
ready the use of the spoken lan- 
guage in both reading and writing 
and the adoption of what is known 
as the national phonetic script have 
simplified the problem of extend- 
ing education, and they explain, in 
part, the progress of the last few 
years.
